Major Sleelo outlined the rejiuUa of

Kloctrlo Co.. McGIU University and 
the Signal Corps at Ottawa." An old 
wooden rallwsy coach was fitted with 
reoelvlng apparatus and the neces- 
iiary experimental c<}uipm«nt and 
nia^e use of th« local tunnel during 
tho night finie. Experiments were 
carried out on four different wave 
lengths and many peculiar results 
xrcra recorded. Tho car started at 
one end of tho tunnel and sjowly pro- 
ceeded through.

The motl surpri.-in; re.iult was the 
niarked behaviour et th« short waves. 
The signals had good strength at the 
mouth of the tunnel but 'sharply 
diminished as tbe car moved alon? 
until at a. distance of .ipproximately 
1500 feet from the mouth they ceased 
allog<«thcr. . 

The longer waves diminished sharp- 
ly at first hut then alternately 
strengthened and weakened having a 
■node end loop effect. In tho vicinity of 
tho Maplewood Avenue shaft tho 
signals were noticeably more power- 
ful. It was pract!call.\' impossible to 
sCToen . off completely tho various 
cables and rails lendlngr throush the 
tunnel and tho results arc probably 
widely effected by their presence. 

In conchiding Major Sloolo c.\-

"THE VARSITY" MISUNDERSTANDS 

'J'u the recently-installed editors of our en- 
lightened contemporary, "The Varsity," the 
idc.'i of an editorial column minding its own 
businesH, acting rationally, and not blowing up 
everything in sight, .seems to appear unethical. 
Commenting on the freedom of the editorial 
column of the "Daily", lecently granted, they 
say in effect :"Woirt we just wait and see the 
vicious attacks which will be made in the edi- 
torial column of the "Daily," now that they 
have actually obtained the constitutional right 
to make them! They have really won the right 
to oppo.se the Students' Council! Np>v If they 
don't get busy and show the meaning of what 
ihey have won, won't wc laught at them!" 

The editorial embodying these learned 
ideas provides us with a remarkable illustra- 
tion of the danger of exposing youthful minds 
to the influences which have been rampant at 
Varsity for the last two months. Personally, if 
we oc(;ui)iud the position which the editor of 
"The Varsity," now holds, we would maintain 
a di.screet .silence on such subjects. But we 
must take circumstance into consideration, 
and remember the interpretation which anyone 
in that vicinity is now likely to place upon any- 
thing approaching editorial freedom. 

We would remind our own readers, how- 
ever, and also tlie editors of "The Varsity", that 
the Managing Board of the "Daily" does not 
intend to enibark upon any career whose re- 
sults are likely to rival the recent occurences at 
Toronto. On the contrary, we are inclined to 
think tliat the expectant editors of "The Var- 
sity" will whet their lips in vain for the thun- 
der which they seem to be so eagerly anticipat- 
ing. 

The purpose of the change in the Cgnsti- 
tution is entirely different. The function of an 
editorial column is to interpret, and comment 
up ohï^ii^ew8iandiactiyitieBla'to^hd^ the CjunpuSi 



in a fair-minded way. The Constitutional 
change has merely removed a clause which 
might in some cases hamper fair comment. 
When asked by tlie Council how many editorials 
during the present session would have been af- 
fected had the constitution been revised last 
autumn, the Managing Board gave the very 
simple answer "none." The managing Board 
do not wish to attack any and every decision of 
anybody in authority, but they do wi.s]i to be 
able to give a fair discussion, and, if necessary 
criticism. 

Wc tru.st that the missunderstandings which 
have ari.sen from the recent blow-uji at our 
sister University Avill find no ground at McGill. 
In the meantime, we .shall try to show the edi- 
tors of "The Varsity" how easily such power 
can be used without being abused.

Arrangements are also under way 
for sepding a party ef Canadian stu- 
donts to ISngland, Scotland iind Con- 
tinental Kurope. 

Through the Central Office of 'ho

Study are distributed to Canadian 
students who contemplate travelling 
or studying abroad.

"Vou have ashed me for my opin- 
ion as to tho value of extra-currl- 
ciiinr activities. It seems to mo that 
any opinion as lo their valuo must be 
relative. .Many c.Mia-riirrlculur acti- 
vities closely approximate currieular 
activity, for example, debate, work on 
Tho Dally, editor of tho Law Hevicw, 
and. In many respect.», partie paiion In 
utlilctio.s. On tlic oilier liaiid, many 
extra-curricular activities seem en- 
tirely apart from currieular activi- 
ties, for example, tho politics and 
management of tho various campus 
organizations. Doth of tlicsc cIa.Msos 
have value, but It accins to mo that 
tho latter aro largely overestimated. 
Their olivlous value Ilea In their 
training and experience. 

"If extni-curricular activities aro 
indulged In as they often aro at the 
sacrifice of the student's regular work 
they become a positive detriment. 
•Such aotlvltles should include the j-tu- 
dent'.'H extra titno and po-iî'lbly liig 
currieular aelivillcs may leave room 
both for recreation and e.v- 
tra-currlcular activities. It is all 
a matter of balance. It would seem 
lo me that It this work In tlie in- 
slitiition is serious and orjaniited an 
it slioiild be there Is no room for 
«xtra-currlcular acUvIiIes, and hla 
extra time should be spent In pure 
recreation.
